“Of the 4,379 ministers reporting 
heir salaries to the board of minis­ 
terial relief and 
sustentation, 1,772 
will become eligible 
for retirement 
within 15 years. 
On the other hand,

Have entered the ministry during the 
ast 15 years. 
Therefore, assuming 
hat each of the 1,772 ministers now 
atw een 50 and 65 years of age will 
et ire at the age of 65 and also that 
rn minister now under 50 or over 65 
vill be retired, leave the church or die 
within the next 15 years, our present 
ate of recruiting will leave 799 pul­ 
pits vacant at the end of that period 
’n addition to those now vacant. 
“If to this are added the probable 
vacancies caused by

ministers,

“Should we desire to man all of our 
•hurdles with pastors trained and Gr­ 
ained in the Presbyterian church, at 
east 400 more recruits are demanded, 
making a total of about 1,000 for the 
next 15 years, an average of about 
126 a year.”

Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. I.—-Upon the 
outcome of appeals now pending be­ 
fore the state supreme court and the 
state board of pardons hangs the fate 
of two Pennsylvania Women, Mattie 
Jones and Louise 
Thomas, 
both 
negresse+i of Philadelphia* the 
first 
women sentenced to death in this 
state in twenty years. 
Not since 1905, when Kate Edwards 
of Berks County was convicted 
of 
murdering her husband and sentenced 
to be hanged, has a woman been sen­ 
tenced to death in Pennsylvania and 
not since 1889, when Sara J. W hitt­ 
ling. was hanged, has one been execut­ 
ed. 
Both of the women now under sen­ 
tence to he executed were convicted 
of killing men. . Mattie Johns was 
found guilty of the murder of William 
Martin and Louise Thomas was con­ 
demned to death for the murder of 
Harrison Saunders, a detective of the 
Philadelphia police vice squad. 
Upholds Lower Court 
The case of Mattie Jones already 
has been passed on by the supreme 
court, which upheld the lower court in 
finding that the evidence justified the 
verdict of guilty. 
The state board of 
pardons now- remains as the last re­ 
sort. 
July 20 had been set as the 
date for her execution in the electric 
chair at the Rockview penitentiary but 
on June 16 Governor Pinchot granted 
a respite, staying the execution until 
October 12 so that the pardon board 
might confider her application 
for 
commutation at its next meeting in 
Sept ember. 
lionise Thomas was sentenced to be 
executed October 29, 1924. 
The case 
was carried to the supreme court arni 
Hie execution date was put over until 
December. 
Later it was again ad­ 
vanced to February. 
In January the 
death warrant was recalled, to await 
a decision by the court, where the case 
still is pending. 
In Jail 12 Years
